1. (currently amended) A temperature sensor, 

temperature sensing element [ [and] ] whose outer surface is covered 

o 

with a coating thereon comprising thermally conductive particles in 
a resin matrix. 
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2. (original) The sensor of claim 1 wherein said coating material 
comprises a metallic particles in said resin matrix. 

3. (original) The sensor of claim 2 wherein said metallic particles 
comprise aluminum particles. 

4. (original) The sensor of claim 1 wherein said coating material 
comprises non-metallic particles in said resin matrix. 

5. (currently amended) The sensor of claim 1 wherein said 
temperature sensing element comprises a thermistor bead whose outer 
surface is covered by the coating . 

6. (currently amended) The sensor of claim 1 including [[an]] a 
relatively thin electrical insulating coating between said 
temperature sensing element and said coating.
